G.S.R. 558.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act. 1955 (10 of 1955) and in .superse.ssion of the Order published 
with the notification of the Government of India In the Ministry of Food and Agrl- 
c'ulture (Department of Food) No. G.S.R. 532 dated the 2nd May, 1959, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following Order, namely:— 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the 
Wheat (Uttar Pradesh) Second Price Control Order, 1959. 

(2) It extends to the districts of the State of Uttar Prade.sh specified In 
Schedule I to this Order. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Maximum prices at which wheat may be sold.—(1) The maximum prices 
at which white, red and farm varieties of wheat may be sold in wholesale 
quantities in anv locality in the districts specified in column (1) of Schedule II 
to this Order .shall be respectively as specified in the corresponding entries In 
column (2) of the said Schedule. 

(2) For the purpo.ses of sub-clau.se (1),— 

(a) the prices specified arc exclusive of 1he cost of gunny bags; 

(b) a maund i.s equivalent in weight to 82-2^7 lbs; 

(c) ‘sale in wholesale quantities’ means sale In quantities exceeding ten 

maunds in any one transaction; 

(d) the prices specified are for fair average quality wheat conforming to 

specifications prescribed In Schedule HI to this Order applicable to 
the respective variety of wheat; for wheat below the fair average 
quality the maximum prices shall be determined by reducing the 
specified orices by the amounts of cuts indicated in the sold specifica¬ 
tion applicable to the respective variety of wheat.

2 . Dcllultlons.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “whcati” Includes wheat products other than bran, bread, biscuits, cakes 
and pastries; 

Kb) "State Government” means the Government of the State of Uttar 
Pradesh. 

3 . Restriction on movement of wheat.—No person shall move t r attempt to 
move or abet the movement of wheat from an.v place in a block of district(s) 
specified in the Schedule to this Order to any place outside the said block except 
under and in accordance with a permit Essued by the State Government or any 
officer authorized by the State Government In this behalf' 

Provided that nothing contained herein shall apply to the movement of wheat— 

(i) not exceeding five r-r ts in weight in the aggregate by a bona fide 
traveller as part cjf his luggage; or 

(it) on Government cccount; cr 

(ill) under and in accordance with Military Credit Notes. 


4 . Powers of entry, search, seizure etc.—( 1 ) Anv Police Officer not below the 
rank of Assistant Sub-Inspector or any other person authorized In this behalf 
bv the Stale Government may, with a view to securing compliance with this 
Order, or to .sati.sfylng himself that this Order has been complied with,^— 

(a) stop and search, or authorize any person to .stop and search, any person, 

boat, motor or any vehicle or receptacle used or Intended to be U.sed 
for the movement of wheat; 

(b) enter and search and authorize any person to enter and search any place; 

(c) seize or aulhorize the seizure of wheal In respect of which he suspects 

that any provision of this Order has been, is being or Is about to be 
contravened, along with the paeikageB, coverings or rcceptacle.s in 
which such wheat ’s found or the animals, vehicles, vessels, boats or 
conveyances used in carrying such wheat and thereafter take or autho¬ 
rize the taking of all measures necessary for securing the production 
of the packages, coverings, receptacles, animals, vehicles vessels, 
boats or conveyances so seized, in a court and for their safe custody 
pending .such production. 

( 2 ) The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1398 , relating to search and seizure shall, so far as may be, apply to .searches 
and seizures under this clause. 


5 . Effect of the order,—The provlsion.s of this Order are in addition to and 
nol in derogalion of the provisions of fi) the Inter-Zonal Wheat Movement Control 
Order, 1957 , and (ill the Utt.ar Prade.sh Foodgrnins (Restrictions on Border Move¬ 
ment) Order, 1959 .
